Policy  Highlights: 

The  department  has  realized  a workload  increase  7 % this  year,  investigating 
approximately  60  % all  deaths  occurring  in  the  county. 

Revenues  from  removal  fees  remain  high.  Savings  from  indigent  and  veteran  cases 
remain  as  estimated,  with  these  programs  costing  the  county  very  little. 

Toxicology  testing  and  driving  under  the  influence  (DUI)  numbers  are  increasing, 
indicating  that  the  county  still  has  a major  drug  problem.

Mandated  under  the  Social  Security  Act,  the  Family  Support  Bureau  secures  support  for 
children.  This  entails  establishing  paternity  and  support,  and  modifying  and  enforcing 
the  obligation  as  appropriate. 


Policy  Highlights: 

The  District  Attorney’s  Office  is  being  restructured,  reducing  supervisory  positions  and 
increasing  line  prosecutor  positions.  The  goal  of  the  restructuring  is  to  provide  more 
effective  and  cost-efficient  services  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  To  this 
end,  the  District  Attorney  has  made  the  following  policy  decisions:  1.  To  establish  a 
“Neighborhood  D.A.”  program  to  make  the  District  Attorney’s  Office  more  responsive 
to  the  needs  of  the  City’s  neighborhoods  and  to  assist  in  the  development  of  a 
city-wide  crime  prevention  and  reduction  program  at  minimal  cost;  2.  To  research 
and  develop  alternative  sources  of  funding  to  enhance  the  District  Attorney’s 
programs  and  to  fund  a grant  writer/administrator  for  that  purpose;  3.  To  strengthen 
the  Juvenile  Unit  through  the  addition  of  new  personnel  and  programs  such  as  a 
juvenile  drug  court  and  a mentoring  program;  4.  To  bring  all  areas  of  the  office  to 
adequate  staffing  levels  and  structure  salaries  in  accordance  with  the  Budget 
Analyst’s  recommendations;  5.  To  enhance  the  District  Attorney’s  Bureau  of 
Investigations;  and,  6.  To  update  and  improve  selected  facilities  and  equipment  in  the 
District  Attorney’s  Office. 

Family  Support  Bureau  Goals:  To  comply  with  all  state  and  federal  requirements  and 
achieve  the  highest  possible  results.

Program:  05.  Support 
Purpose: 

To  provide  secretarial  services  to  the  entire  criminal  prosecution  staff  of  the  Department,  both 
misdemeanor  and  felony.  Services  include  typing  complaints  (criminal  case  charging 
documents),  grand  jury  indictments,  search  warrants,  legal  motions  and  briefs,  transcribing 
tapes  of  witness  and  defendant  statements,  and  other  services  noted  in  the  following 
“performance  measures”  section.  To  receive  and  process  approximately  300  incoming  phone 
calls  per  day.  To  purchase,  control  and  distribute  all  supplies.  To  arrange  travel  and 
transportation  for  witnesses  and  staff.  To  provide  all  payroll  and  personnel  services. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

Maintained  service  levels  to  attorneys  in  spite  of  staff  decreases.  Increased  the  use  of  a 
management  console  in  the  secretarial  pool  area  which  distributes  the  transcription  work  load  and 
creates  a contemporaneous  log  and  audit  record  of  transcribing  assignments.  Began  the  transition 
from  the  Wang  word  processing  to  the  newly  installed  local  area  network.  This  necessitated  the 
reorganization  of  the  secretarial  staff  workspace  to  facilitate  shared  printing  capabilities.  This  was 
done  by  utilizing  existing  resources  as  well  as  recycled  furniture  from  our  Family  Support  Division.  In 
addition,  we  are  in  the  process  of  beginning  the  installation  of  the  CRIMES  (Criminal  Records 
Information  Management  and  Exchange  System)  Application  Software  onto  the  local  area  network. 
This  will  enable  staff  to  input  data  relating  to  criminal  cases  processed  by  this  office  and  facilitate 
statistical  record  keeping. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

Based  on  the  transition  to  full  automation  and  use  of  the  CRIMES  Software  described  above,  the 
Department  will  restructure  the  current  workload  of  the  secretarial  staff  to  more  efficiently  process 
legal  documents  and  track  case  management  information.  Additionally,  the  Department  will 
continue  staff  training  in  all  of  the  areas  cited  in  “accomplishments”.

Program:  06.  Family  Violence  Program 
Purpose: 

To  provide  crisis  counseling,  legal  advocacy  and  court  accompaniment  to  San  Francisco  residents 
who  are  victims  of  domestic  violence.  Counseling  includes  information  about  available  options 
including  emergency  shelter,  legal  remedies,  restraining  orders  and  personal  safety  plans, 
accurate  information  about  prosecution  and  the  criminal  justice  system,  referrals  to  long  term 
counseling  and  support  groups,  housing  relocation  and  referrals  to  the  Victim  Witness 
Assistance  Program.  The  FVP  handles  approximately  50-60  crisis  line  calls  daily,  contacts 
150  victims  named  in  police  reports  weekly,  and  provides  support  to  those  victims  named  in 
criminal  court  cases  charged  by  the  District  Attorney’s  Office. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

Filled  two  previously  vacant  full-time  advocate  positions  and  provided  training.  Began  to  coordinate 
services  and  receive  referrals  from  the  newly  created  Domestic  Violence  Response  Unit  (DVRU)  of 
the  Police  Department  while  continuing  to  receive  referrals  from  General  Works.  The  FVP  began  to 
provide  direct  advocacy  and  support  to  the  Spousal  Abuse  Prosecution  Program  (SAPP  grant)  which 
maintains  an  ongoing  caseload  of  25  misdemeanor  cases.  Provided  ongoing  support  for  the  first 
time  to  the  Misdemeanor  Unit  of  the  District  Attorney’s  Office.  Actively  participated  on  committees  of 
the  Family  Violence  Council,  the  Domestic  Violence  Consortium  and  the  Consortium  to  prevent 
Elder  Abuse.  Worked  on  projects  to  introduce  violence  prevention  in  the  public  school  curriculum 
and  a pilot  project  to  train  health  practitioners  to  identify  domestic  violence  and  comply  with  state 
mandatory  reporting  laws. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

Continuation  of  the  bilingual  Spanish  outreach  and  advocacy  program  through  publication  of  a 
brochure  in  Spanish  and  advocacy  services  in  Asian  language  such  as  Cantonese  or  Mandarin. 
Staff  local  community  offices  2-3  times  per  week  in  the  Mission  District,  Bayview  Hunter’s  Point  and 
Chinatown.  Organize  a city-wide  conference  on  the  effect  of  domestic  violence  on  teens  and 
children.  Provide  outreach  and  advocacy  support  to  juvenile  victims  of  dating  violence  in 
collaboration  with  the  March  of  Dimes  Battered  Teens  Shelter.  Coordinate  closely  with  the  DVRU 
and  provide  expertise  to  two  community-based  advocates  working  with  investigators  in  the  evening 
and  during  weekend  hours.  Continue  training  programs  to  periodically  update  D.A.  staff  about 
domestic  violence-related  issues.  Continue  to  monitor  civil  dispositions  of  misdemeanor  cases. 
Continue  training  and  supervision  of  student  interns  from  undergraduate  and  graduate  universities 
in  the  area.  Continue  leadership  role  in  the  community  participating  on  various  committees.

The  District  Attorney’s  Child  Abduction  and  Recovery  Program  is  legislatively  mandated  to 
locate  and  recover  children  who  have  been  abducted,  concealed  or  detained  by  a parent  or  other 
custodian  in  contravention  of  another’s  right  of  custody  or  visitation.  The  Child  Abduction  and 
Recovery  Program  is  authorized  to  pursue  any  applicable  civil  or  criminal  remedy  to 
accomplish  its  mandate. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

1.  Recruited,  hired  and  trained  personnel  and  achieved  full  start-up  staffing  level  of  six; 

2.  Volunteers  and  interns  from  local  law  schools  were  recruited,  trained  and  began  research 
projects  and  provided  other  assistance  to  the  unit; 

3.  Exceeded  the  FY  1995-96  goal  of  handling  150  cases  (i.e.  125%  over  the  number  of  cases 
previously  handled  by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  Juvenile  Division)  by  handling 
284  cases  in  FY  1995-96. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

1.  Conduct  training  and  outreach  to  national  and  local  organizations,  addressing  issues  of 

domestic  violence  and  child  custody; 

2.  Provide  training  to  law  enforcement  agencies  on  the  local  and  state  levels; 

3.  Increase  the  computer  capability  and  networking  ability  of  the  unit  and  gain  on-site 

access  to  the  California  Law  Enforcement  Telecommunications  System; 

4.  Maintain  the  high  caseload  response  (approximately  300  cases)  achieved  in  FY  1995-96.

Purpose: 

To  fund  the  following:  1.  Drug  Abatement  Program-vertically  prosecute  major  and  mid-level  drug 
offenders  arrested  in  San  Francisco.  2.  Victim  Witness  Projects-assist  victims  of  crime  in 
overcoming  physical,  emotional  and  financial  impact  of  crime.  3.  Automobile  Insurance  and 
Worker’s  Compensation  Fraud-pursues  fraudulent  doctors,  lawyers,  and  private  citizens  who  commit 
insurance  fraud  and  City  employees  who  fraudulently  claim  worker’s  compensation  for  injuries 
allegedly  suffered  on  the  job.  4.  Narcotics  Asset  Forfeiture-pursues  court  actions  allowing  forfeiture 
of  convicted  narcotics  offenders’  assets  to  law  enforcement  under  statutory  criteria.  5.  Welfare 
Fraud-pursues  individuals  who  make  fraudulent  claims  for  welfare  assistance. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Drug  Abatement  program  provided  expedited  and  intensive  vertical  prosecution  of  major 
offenders  with  a high  percentage  of  conviction  and  incarceration.  The  Victim  Witness  Program 
and  the  Special  Emphasis  Victim  Witness  Program  provided  information  and  referral,  emergency 
and  crisis  intervention,  counseling,  court  support  and  assistance  in  filing  for  compensation.  The 
Victim  Compensation  Unit  is  now  authorized  to  both  verify  victim  losses  and  authorize 
reimbursement  for  medical  or  counseling  costs,  funeral  expenses,  and  lost  wages/support.  The 
Automobile  and  Worker’s  Compensation  Fraud  units  are  part  of  a statewide  campaign  to  reduce 
the  high  level  of  fraudulent  claims  in  these  areas.  These  units  are  very  successful  and  this  Office 
heads  a Bay  Area  consortium  of  such  units.  Welfare  Fraud  Unit  investigates  hundreds  of  cases 
each  year  and  saves  the  City  and  State  millions  of  dollars  in  fraud  costs. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

Maintain  the  level  of  effort  in  the  Drug  Abatement  Program  and  the  Asset  Forfeiture  Program. 
The  Special  Emphasis  Program  and  the  Victim  Witness  Program  will  continue  working  toward 
more  outreach  into  the  community.  Maintain  the  level  of  compensation  claims  and  supplemental 
billings  processed  by  the  Victim  Compensation  Unit.  Increase  the  staff  in  the  Automobile  and 
Worker’s  Compensation  Insurance  Fraud  Units  and  increase  the  number  of  investigations 
handled.  Continue  to  process  a backlog  of  cases  in  the  welfare  fraud  area  by  utilizing  the 
additional  personnel  added  to  the  Welfare  Fraud  investigative  unit.

Program:  09.  Subpoena  Program 

Purpose: 

To  issue  subpoenas  for  all  criminal  cases  scheduled  for  proceedings  in  Municipal  and  Superior 
Courts  in  San  Francisco.  To  provide  a responsive  forum  for  witnesses  in  the  court  system.  To 
reduce  the  amount  of  time  attorneys  would  otherwise  be  forced  to  spend  in  trying  to  make  witness 
contacts  and  to  ensure  and  coordinate  witness  appearances.  To  create  efficiencies  within  the 
system  such  as  establishing  a witness  standby  system  for  police  officers  under  subpoena  in 
Municipal  and  Superior  Courts  to  reduce  police  overtime  and  allow  more  officers  to  remain  on 
duty.  To  identify  and  solve  problems  within  the  subpoena  service  system  in  San  Francisco. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

Continued  to  enhance  service  to  the  Superior  Courts.  A major  expansion  was  achieved  without 
additional  resources  from  the  General  Fund.  One  position  continues  to  be  detailed  to  the  unit  by 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Improved  the  functioning  of  a standby  system  for  police 
officers  by  including  training  and  reporting  procedures  for  both  police  and  D.A.  staff.

The  purpose  of  the  Family  Support  Bureau  is  to  collect  support  for  children  from  their  parents 
and  reduce  the  cost  to  the  taxpayers  by  recovering  assistance  paid  to  families  or  by  keeping 
families  off  welfare. 

The  mandates  of  the  program  are:  locate  absent  parents;  establish  paternity;  establish  support 
obligations  including  medical  insurance  coverage;  review  and  adjust  support  orders  at  least 
every  36  months;  monitor  payment  performance  and  take  enforcement  action  when  necessary; 
collect  and  distribute  support  payments;  self  audit;  and  ensure  frequent  public  outreach  through 
a variety  of  media. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Family  Support  Program  met  all  program  requirements.  Through  improved  performance  the 
Family  Support  Bureau  earned  the  highest  allowable  incentive  rate  on  collection  that  can  be 
achieved.  The  Bureau  implemented  the  enhanced  interview  program  which  provides  improved 
service  to  public  and  better  case  development  in  the  intake  process.  Conversion  to  and 
implementation  of  the  Statewide  Automated  Child  Support  System  was  delayed  to  approximately 
January  1,  1997,  through  no  fault  of  the  County. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

1 . Maintain  compliance  with  all  State  and  Federal  requirements  for  service  to  the  public. 

2.  Maximize  Federal  and  State  financial  participation  to  increase  revenues  to  the  County  and 
thus  enable  program  improvements  through  increased  revenue. 

3.  Conversion  and  implementation  of  the  Statewide  Automated  Child  Support  System.  This  is  a 
State  and  Federal  mandate. 

4.  Provide  a more  extensive  public  outreach  program,  utilizing  all  available  public  service 
resources  to  disseminate  the  information  regarding  availability  of  services.

Department  Mission: 

To  provide  San  Francisco  residents  and  visitors  with  a safe  environment  by  efficiently 
and  effectively  employing  well  trained  staff  for  the  prevention,  investigation,  and 
preparation  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  crime. 


Policy  Highlights: 

The  Chief  has  reorganized  the  Department  to  increase  the  emphasis  on  Patrol  and 
Special  Investigations  dealing  with  juveniles.  The  number  of  Part  I crimes  has 
decreased  for  the  second  year  in  a row  with  the  most  significant  decreases  occurring 
in  the  high  crime  areas  such  as  the  Tenderloin  and  in  housing  projects.  The 
Department  has  coordinated  its  efforts  with  other  city  departments  to  reduce  street 
crime  and  improve  the  quality  of  life  through  police  and  social  service  actions. 

The  Chief  has  worked  with  the  District  Attorney  and  the  Public  Defender  to  reduce 
court  overtime  costs  by  more  than  $600,000  a year  and  has  inspired  program 
managers  to  find  economies  in  their  expenditures. 

The  Chief  has  negotiated  a waiver  of  residency  requirements  to  increase  and 
improve  the  applicant  pool  for  new  officers  and  is  working  to  fulfill  the  terms  of  the 
federally  court  ordered  consent  decree  so  that  this  costly  oversight  program  can 
finally  be  ended.  The  Department  has  overseen  the  completion  of  reconstruction  of 
Park  and  Taraval  stations.

Purpose: 

The  Special  Operations  Division  consists  of  the  Crime  Prevention  Company,  the  Fugitive  Recovery 
Enforcement  Team  (FRET),  the  Public  Housing  Task  Force,  the  Traffic  Company,  the  Police  Boat 
Patrol  and  the  Helicopter  Unit.  The  Crime  Prevention  Company  consists  of  the  SWAT,  the 
Mounted  Horse  Patrol,  the  K-9  patrol,  the  Explosive  Ordnance  Device  Removal  Unit  (EOD),  and 
the  Honda  Patrol  unit.  The  FRET  staff  works  with  other  law  enforcement  agencies  to  locate  and 
arrest  fugitives  from  justice  and  at-large  parolees:  the  Public  Housing  Task  Force  patrols  housing 
projects;  the  Traffic  Company  officers  enforce  traffic  regulations  to  reduce  injury  accidents;  the 
Boat  Patrol  patrols  the  bay,  and  the  MUNI  Transit  officers  provide  security  on  the  Municipal 
Railway  System. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Crime  Prevention  company  made  816  felony  arrests  and  3,269  misdemeanor  arrests, 
confiscated  133  weapons,  and  responded  to  224  bomb  calls.  There  were  27  SWAT  staff  call  outs, 
699  canine  building  searches,  15  canine  searches  for  narcotics  and  2,414  canine  alarm  calls.  The 
Division  staff  participated  in  824  special  events  and  details.  The  Public  Housing  Task  Force 
received  federal  approval  for  a $608,000  HUD  grant,  delivered  10,000  toys  to  needy  children  in  the 
21  housing  developments  and  made  1,137  felony  arrests.  The  Traffic  Company  officers  responded 
to  more  than  4,548  injury  accident  scenes  (including  59  fatals)  and  issued  36,492  traffic  citations.  In 
addition  the  Traffic  officers  made  7,200  arrests  under  the  San  Francisco  Traffic  Offender  Program 
(STOP)  for  violations  of  14601  and  12500  CVC  suspended  or  unlicensed  drivers.  The  MUNI  unit  has 
coordinated  its  enforcement  efforts  with  the  district  stations  school  cars  (29  units)  to  address  youth 
crime  on  Muni. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

The  Division  will  integrate  the  Tactical  bus  into  critical  incident  responses.  The  Public  Housing 
Task  Force  will  begin  its  HUD  grant  to  provide  security  at  three  housing  sites  enabling  the  residents 
to  use  the  new  recreation  centers  to  further  reduce  crime  and  calls  for  service  in  public  housing. 

The  Task  Force  will  also  work  on  an  improved  tenant  screening  and  eviction  program,  implement 
Major  Offender/Gang  Member  targets  in  conjunction  with  GTF,  establish  a midnight  basketball 
program  for  teenagers  in  housing  projects,  and  develop  programs  to  increase  the  self-esteem  of 
youngsters  in  the  projects  helping  them  to  find  alternatives  to  drugs,  violence  and  alienation.  The 
Traffic  Company  will  work  to  further  reduce  injury  traffic  accidents  and  implement  the  C*Stars 
computerized  traffic  accident  reporting  system  designed  to  produce  accurate  professional  accident 
reports  in  less  time,  and  increase  its  level  of  enforcement  to  prevent  serious  accidents.  The  new  Air 
Support  Unit  will  provide  rapid  response  to  critical  incidents.  The  Muni  officers  will  increase  the 
feedback  from  Muni  operators  and  passengers  regarding  criminal  activity  and  the  perceived  safety 
aboard  Muni  vehicles.

Purpose: 

The  Communications  Division  receives  calls  for  assistance  from  residents  and  dispatches  officers  to 
the  scene  when  appropriate.  The  Division  staffs  the  911  line,  the  state  mandated  emergency 
response  line,  answering,  evaluating  and  prioritizing  calls  for  emergency  response  and  directing 
them  for  response.  The  staff  also  covers  non-emergency  calls,  providing  service  or  information. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Division  has  trained  29  new  dispatchers  and  presented  advanced  supervisory  training  to  all 
supervisors.  Ongoing  entry  level  testing  and  hiring  was  continued.  The  ergonomic 
recommendations  made  by  the  UCSF  ergonomic  expert  were  implemented.  The  Division  purchases 
192  PIC  radios  for  use  in  the  Field  Operations  Bureau.  The  alternate  PSAP  move  to  the  Paramedics 
Division  is  in  the  final  planning  stages. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

In  the  coming  year  the  Division  plans  to  maintain  full  staffing  to  increase  morale  and  continue  to 
reduce  overtime  costs.  Purchasing  an  interim  CAD  system  is  a high  priority  and  should  be 
accomplished  by  the  end  of  calendar  1996.  The  move  of  the  alternative  PSAP  to  the  paramedic 
division  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  first  quarter.

Program:  Consent  Decree/  385025 
Purpose: 

The  Consent  Decree  and  related  directives  guide  the  recruitment,  retention,  and  testing  of  police 
officers  at  the  entry  and  promotional  levels.  The  Recruitment  Unit  conducts  community  outreach, 
implements  training  workshops;  prepares  remedial  instruction  for  recruits;  and  assists  in  career 
development  training  programs.  The  entry  level  hiring  goal  is  to  hire  people  whose  population  is 
50%  minority  and  20%  female.  The  promotional  goal  is  to  promote  women  and  minorities  in 
proportion  to  the  candidate  pool.  The  Examination  Unit  in  collaboration  with  contractual 
psychometric  experts,  plans,  develops,  and  administers  unbiased,  content  valid  and  reliable  entry 
and  promotional  examinations. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Division  administered  the  second  physical  agility  test  for  the  E-107  Q-2  eligibles  on  9/23/95  with 
258  eligibles  scheduled;  85  participating  and  57  successful.  The  180th,  181st,  182nd  and  183rd 
recruit  classes  - a total  of  168  new  officers  - graduated  12/1/95  and  an  additional  42  recruits 
graduated  less  than  two  weeks  later.  A contract  was  awarded  to  CORE  Corporation  in  February  to 
update  the  Q-2  job  analysis  and  to  validate  physical  agility  and  medical  standards  in  compliance 
with  ADA  regulations.  The  Q-50  Sergeant  oral  examination  was  administered  to  577  candidates 
during  August  2-7,  1995.  All  exam  appeals  were  resolved  in  August,  1995.  The  test  that  began  in 
June  1995  will  result  in  a tentative  eligible  list  by  May,  1996.  The  Captain’s  exam  scheduled  for 
administration  in  August  1996,  was  awarded  to  CORE  Corporation  on  9/18/95.  They  will  prepare  the 
job  analysis  and  develop  the  examination.  The  job  analysis  meetings  began  in  November  1995. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

The  Recruitment  Unit  will  refine  and  add  programs  to  the  departmental  Recruitment  and  Retention 
Plan.  The  staff  will  review  the  effectiveness  of  the  expanded  recruitment  base  for  the  E-107  Q-2 
Police  Officer  examination  and  explore  the  likelihood  of  expanding  the  residency  requirement  to 
include  all  nine  Bay  Area  counties.  The  unit  staff  will  administer  the  Q-80  Captain  exam  in  August 
1996,  and  complete  the  Q-2  Police  Officer  job  analysis  by  June  1997.  The  unit  will  begin  the 
process  of  developing  a Q-35  Inspector  examination  targeted  for  administration  in  1998. 

The  unit  will  take  on  examination  responsibilities  for  police  civilian  positions  such  as  Dispatcher, 
Communications  Manager,  Senior  Criminalist  and  the  Fingerprint  Technician  I/ll.  After  completing 
the  Captain  examination,  the  Division  will  have  provided  the  required  promotional  opportunities 
originally  mandated  in  1979  for  the  planned  10  - year  program.  The  Department  will  then  petition 
for  relief  from  the  consent  decree  and  the  examination  unit  will  become  a decentralized 
examination  unit.

Program:  Patrol/  385036 

Purpose: 

The  Patrol  Division  under  the  Field  Operations  Bureau  oversees  the  Department’s  nine  district 
stations  and  the  Tenderloin  Task  Force.  The  commanding  officers  of  these  stations  are  responsible 
for  the  suppression  of  crime  and  the  delivery  of  police  services  to  residents  and  visitors  within  their 
district  boundaries.  The  services  include  district  patrol,  community  policing  and  problem  solving 
and  Fugitive  Recovery  Enforcement  Team  (FRET).  The  district  patrol  includes  the  use  of  foot, 
bicycle,  and  car  beats  to  deter  and  detect  crime.  Community  policing  and  problem  solving  place 
officers  in  personal  contact  with  residents  with  whom  neighborhood  crime-related  problems  are 
identified,  discussed,  and  resolved.  The  FRET  staff  works  with  other  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
deal  with  quality  of  life  issues  involving  fugitives  from  justice  or  at-large  parolees.

Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

During  the  first  half  of  this  year,  the  division  trained  more  than  80%  of  its  staff  in  community  oriented 
policing  and  problem  solving.  The  Department  brought  this  essential  division  to  full  staffing  (with 
more  than  1 ,250  assigned  officers)  putting  more  officers  on  the  streets.  The  result  has  been  a greater 
patrol  presence  which  has  deterred  crime  significantly  lowering  all  Part  I crimes  for  the  year. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

During  this  year  the  Patrol  Division  will  be  fully  staffed  and  will  also  have  permanent  sergeants  and 
captains  in  place  to  supervise  and  manage  patrol  units.  This  will  provide  greater  continuity  and 
cohesion  resulting  in  better  performance  by  line  staff.  The  objective  will  be  to  continue  to  reduce 
crime  and  foster  a better  relationship  with  the  community  we  serve.

Program:  Investigations/  385026 
Purpose: 

The  Investigations  Bureau  sections  prepare  personal  and  property  crime  felony  cases  for 
prosecution  by  the  District  Attorney's  Office.  The  Investigations  Division  has  been  reorganized  to 
combine  personal  and  property  crimes.  The  investigations  include  assault,  domestic  violence,  hit 
and  run  (vehicular  accidents  involving  injury),  homicide,  robbery,  and  sexual  assault  cases,  as  well 
as  arson,  auto  theft,  burglary,  and  fraud  cases. 

The  Special  Investigations  Division  is  responsible  for  investigating  crimes  related  to  gangs  (Gang 
Task  Force),  discrimination  (Hate  Crimes),  and  bomb  threats.  The  Dignitary  Protection  Unit 
provides  protection  to  visiting  heads  of  state  and  government  leaders,  as  well  as  providing  security 
for  the  Mavor 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Bureau  received  37,335  personal  crime  cases  of  which  8,840  were  assigned.  Inspectors 
cleared  (solved)  6,407  or  72.5%  of  the  assigned  cases.  The  Bureau  received  72,124  property  crime 
cases  of  which  10,971  were  assigned.  Inspectors  cleared  10,328  cases  or  94.13%  of  the  assigned 
cases.  Twenty-two  provisional  sergeants  were  assigned  to  the  Bureau  to  reduce  the  large  caseloads. 
These  sergeants  are  expected  to  return  to  Patrol  when  the  sergeant  List  is  adopted. 

The  Gang  Task  Force  investigated  500  cases  and  was  responsible  for  over  260  arrests  (more  than 
170  cases).  These  cases  included  a major  Chinatown  shooting  which  injured  seven  people  and 
seven  arrests  in  September  of  an  extortion  ring.  The  Hate  Crimes  Unit  investigated  more  than  300 
cases.  The  Dignitary  Protection  Unit  coordinated  protection  for  dozens  of  visits  including  those  of 
the  President  and  the  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

The  Bureau  will  receive  and  train  40  provisional  inspectors  in  April  1996.  Once  these  new 
inspectors  are  assimilated  into  the  respective  sections,  they  will  reduce  the  individual  workload 
allowing  the  Bureau  to  realize  a higher  clearance  rate  at  a reduced  overtime  cost. 

Next  year  GTF  hopes  to  begin  to  automate  its  gang  files,  establishing  a database  that  will  benefit 
all  SFPD  officers.  The  Dignitary  Protection  Unit  will  assist  in  many  anticipated  City  visits  as  a result 
of  the  upcoming  Presidential  elections.

Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

Support  Services  processed  81,450  police  reports;  reviewed  1,600  permit  applications;  collected 
$325,000  in  permit  fees;  investigated  875  complaints  against  taxi  drivers;  and  responded  to  2.466 
noise  complaints.  Management  Control  investigated  213  cases  of  misconduct  resulting  in  111 
sustained  cases.  The  Training  Division  graduated  310  recruits  from  basic  training  and  90  members 
of  outside  departments,  provided  advanced  training  to  894  members.  The  Department  completed 
construction  on  Park  and  Taraval  Stations.  The  Legal  Division  staff  worked  cooperatively  with  the 
District  Attorney,  the  Public  Defender,  the  Bar  Association  and  the  Superior  Court  to  reduce  court 
overtime  for  felony  cases  by  more  than  $400,000  a year  and  implemented  a new  database  tracking 
system  for  claims  and  lawsuits  and  worked  to  secure  federal  Cops  Universal  which  would  give  $4.5 
million  toward  the  three-year  cost  of  60  police  officers.

The  administration  will  continue  to  strive  for  further  reductions  in  overtime  by  ensuring  full  staffing 
in  Investigations,  Communications,  and  Patrol,  close  management  of  administrative  overtime 
claims,  and  continued  cooperation  with  the  District  Attorney  and  Public  Defender  to  improve 
police  reports  and  reduce  the  number  of  officers  subpoenaed  to  court  by  using  Prop  115  to 
subpoena  only  one  officer  per  preliminary  hearing.  By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Department 
will  have  completed  the  reconstruction  of  Potrero  station.  The  administration  will  explore 
efficiencies  to  put  more  sworn  members  in  Patrol  and  Investigations  employing  automated  systems 
to  reduce  clerical  work  required  of  line  staff.  The  Department  will  work  with  other  departments  to 
upgrade  citywide  computer  systems  such  as  91 1 , CABLE,  and  other  emergency  response  systems.

Program:  Senior  Escort/  385020 

Purpose: 

The  Senior  Escort  Program  provides  protective  accompaniment  of  persons  over  59  years  old  who 
live  in  high  crime  neighborhoods  and  are  otherwise  unable  to  acquire  such  service  due  to 
economic  factors.  The  services  provided  by  the  program  include: 

1)  Walking  patrol  based  escorts 

2)  Safety  awareness  instruction  and  crime  prevention  education 

3)  Scheduled  daily  van  transportation 

4)  Bilingual  escort  staff 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Senior  Escort  Program  was  maintained  as  a City-operated  program  after  extended  public 
debate.  As  a result  of  this  discussion,  the  program  was  reengineered  to  refocus  on  protective 
escorting  rather  than  social  service  provision.  The  staff  is  now  riding  the  Muni,  assisting  seniors  on 
and  off,  and  providing  a crime  deterrent.  The  staff  has  increased  escorts  by  30%  and  serves  15% 
more  clients.  The  workers  received  CPR  and  diversity  training  and  increased  the  number  of 
meetings  with  community-based  organizations.  Senior  Escort  members  met  with  district  station 
captains  to  make  them  aware  of  the  new  programs.  The  staff  was  issued  new  uniforms. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

All  staff  (except  for  drivers)  will  focus  on  walking  patrol  escorts;  achieving  15  escorts/contacts  per 
worker  per  day.  The  program  will  set  210  two-way  van  trips  per  month  by  scheduling  groups  of 
seniors  for  each  trip.  The  program’s  coordination  with  the  Commission  on  Aging  and  other 
community  based  senior  service  providers  and  with  the  SFPD  personnel  will  be  increased  to  ensure 
greater  efficiency  and  effectiveness.  The  program  management  will  attempt  to  locate  office  space 
at  or  near  a police  facility  and  obtain  new  vans  that  are  accessible.

Purpose: 

The  automated  Fingerprint  Identification  System  (AFIS)  is  designed  to  quickly  identify  suspects 
using  fingerprint  evidence  at  crime  scenes;  establish  the  true  identity  of  persons  who  have  been 
arrested  under  aliases  or  false  names;  and/or  determine  whether  a newly  arrested  individual  has 
committed  any  serious  crimes  in  the  past  by  quickly  comparing  his  prints  with  those  found  at  crime 
scenes  from  unsolved  cases. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

This  year  the  Department  went  to  the  use  of  digital  “live  scan  fingerprints  replacing  the  old  system  of 
ink  and  rollers.  The  DofJ-mandated  live  scan  fingerprint  system  makes  use  of  the  faster  electronic 
fingerprint  transmission.  The  system  will  provide  a positive  match  with  state  records  within  an  hour  as 
compared  with  the  current  six-week  turnaround  time.  This  process  will  identify  suspects  who  may  be 
new  to  the  city  but  have  criminal  records  or  warrants  elsewhere.  In  April  the  Department  will  also 
begin  using  digital  mug  shots  replacing  conventional  photographs  providing  instant  access  on 
demand  at  Investigations,  Juvenile,  Mission  Station  and  at  Ingleside  Station.  A.F.I.S.  was  extended 
to  the  Youth  Guidance  Center  with  the  installation  of  live  scan  and  digital  mug  shot  devices,  saving 
thousands  of  hours  of  patrol  time.  All  A.F.I.S  equipment  was  updated  to  a more  compact  and 
efficient  AFIS21  system  which  takes  up  60%  less  space  and  saves  $50,000  a year  in  maintenance 
costs. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

The  A.F.I.S.  funds  will  be  used  to  expand  capability  in  three  important  areas.  (1)  The  Digital  Mug 
shot  System  will  be  available  at  all  District  Stations.  A single  finger  capability  will  be  added  to 
enable  positive  identification  of  suspects  or  arrestees  at  remote  sites.  (2)  The  Personal 
Identification  (P.I.D.)  system  will  be  co-funded  by  the  Sheriffs  Office  and  will  be  used  to  instantly 
identify  prisoners  on  admission  or  release  from  county  jail.  P.I.D.  will  be  used  for  positive 
identifications  at  Warrants  and  at  District  Stations.  (3)  The  second  phase  of  A.F.I.S.  will  be  the 
computerization  of  palm  print  records.  Suspect  palm  prints  are  found  at  30%  of  all  crime  scenes 
but  can  not  yet  be  searched  by  computer.  During  the  first  year  as  many  as  20  additional  homicide 
and  100  other  serious  felony  cases  may  be  solved  using  this  technology. 

In  fiscal  96-97  we  expect  that  A.F.I.S.  will  generate  500  identifications.

Purpose: 

San  Francisco  SAFE,  Inc  (Safety  Awareness  for  Everyone)  is  a non-profit  community  crime 
prevention  education  organization  that  works  in  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  to  empower  San  Franciscans  to  protect  themselves  and  their  property  by  teaching 
them  crime  prevention  strategies.  SAFE  provides  neighborhood  watch  organizing,  personal  and 
vehicular  safety  presentations,  residential  and  commercial  security  surveys,  business  security  and 
work  place  violence  presentations.  SAFE  continues  to  work  closely  with  neighborhood  watch  and 
community  groups,  city  departments,  and  community  based  organizations  to  foster  good  working 
relationships. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

SAFE  completed  an  OCJP  grant  to  enhance  crime  prevention  services  in  the  Mission  Corridor.  The 
outreach  efforts  have  been  so  successful  that  SAFE  will  continue  these  strategies  to  encourage 
neighborhood  watch  organizing.  SAFE’S  Cantonese  speaking  staff  person  has  a regular  call-in  show 
on  crime  prevention  on  Commercial  Chinese  Radio  in  addition  to  contributing  articles  to  the  local 
Chinese  newspapers.  SAFE  is  in  partnership  with  the  SFPD  Domestic  Violence  Unit  and  Chinatown 
Youth  Center  to  teach  domestic  violence  prevention  at  targeted  middle  schools.  In  cooperation 
with  the  Mission  Housing  Development  Corporation,  SAFE  is  continuing  its  training  sessions  in  single 
room  only  (SRO)  hotels  on  landlord/tenant  rights  and  safety.  SAFE  is  piloting  a project  in  the 
Tenderloin  with  Senior  Central  (Central  City/Potrero  Hill)  to  provide  safety  presentations  and  resource 
referrals.  SAFE  and  a collaboration  of  community  based  organizations  were  awarded  a grant  from 
the  city  to  implement  a new  crime  prevention  program  under  Proposition  Q. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

SAFE  will  continue  to  provide  creative  and  successful  crime  prevention  activities  that  can  be 
implemented  city-wide. 

SAFE  will  continue  to  work  cooperatively  with  the  SF  Neighborhood  Partnership,  SFPD,  city 
departments  and  other  community  based  organizations  and  law  enforcement  agencies  to  improve 
crime  prevention  services  in  San  Francisco. 

SAFE  will  continue  to  initiate  special  crime  prevention  events,  such  as  the  conference  held  in 
December  1995  and  the  press  conference  and  distribution  of  crime  prevention  information  to  the 
Chinese  Merchants  for  Chinese  New  Year’s.

Purpose: 

As  required  by  City  Charter  Section  3.530-2,  the  purpose  of  the  Office  of  Citizen  Complaints  is  to 
receive  and  investigate  citizen  complaints  against  sworn  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department.  The  OCC  also  makes  recommendations  for  policy  changes  as  necessary,  produces 
periodic  statistical  reports,  and  provides  other  court  ordered  documentation  as  required. 




Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

During  the  year,  the  OCC  was  able  to  reduce  the  time  that  it  takes  to  investigate  cases.  By  the  end 
of  1995,  the  OCC  had  no  cases  pending  investigation  that  were  older  than  one  year  from  time  of 
receipt.  Early  in  1996,  the  number  of  cases  older  than  six  months  from  the  time  of  receipt  were  just 
slightly  greater  than  ten  percent  of  the  total  number  of  cases  under  investigation.  As  a result,  we  are 
sending  sustained  cases  to  the  police  department  in  a more  timely  manner. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

For  the  coming  year  the  OCC  intends  to  continue  the  trend  in  reducing  the  average  amount  of  time 
it  takes  to  investigate  a complaint.  The  OCC  expects  to  achieve  a performance  objective  by  July 
of  1996  to  investigate  virtually  all  cases  within  six  months  from  receipt  of  a complaint.  This  goal 
will  be  achieved  in  part  through  the  addition  of  staff  as  the  result  of  the  increase  in  positions  during 
FY  1995-96  as  well  as  due  to  the  full  implementation  of  Proposition  G,  resulting  in  the  staffing  of 
14  investigators. 

OCC  will  again  strive  to  improve  our  data  and  word  processing  systems.  In  FY  1995-96,  the  OCC 
implemented  the  first  segment  of  our  approved  three-year  computer  plan.  In  1996-97,  the  OCC  will 
implement  the  second  segment,  which  will  provide  computer  work  stations  for  all  investigators.

• Develop  and  maintain  alternatives  to  incarceration  and  in-jail  programs  that  provide 
opportunities  for  prisoners  to  function  productively;  and 

• Develop  and  maintain  a force  of  well-trained,  professional  Deputy  Sheriffs  and  other 
employees  dedicated  to  the  protection  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 


Policy  Highlights: 

• In  FY  1996-1997,  the  Sheriffs  Department  continues  to  address  jail  overcrowding  by 
converting  the  Navy’s  Brig  on  Treasure  Island  to  County  Jail  #10,  by  opening  the  new 
booking  facility  - County  Jail  #9,  and  by  continuing  the  Alternative  Beds  Program. 
These  programs  prevented  Federal  Court  fines  to  the  Sheriffs  Department  and  the 
City  in  the  Stone  Case  in  1995/96,  and  are  currently  bringing  about  a final  resolution 
to  litigation  that  has  continued  for  over  ten  years. 

• The  department  will  take  a proactive  stance  in  the  Jones  Case,  which  deals  with 
Constitutional  deficiencies  prevalent  at  County  Jail  #3.  A new  jail,  if  approved  by  the 
voters  today,  would  require  seven  years  to  build.  Interim  funding  is  necessary  to 
maintain  and  repair  the  current  facility  in  order  to  meet  Federal  Court  mandates. 

• The  Sheriffs  Department  is  prepared  to  assume  responsibility  for  prisoner  transfers 
from  District  Stations.  This  will  assist  the  S.F.P.D.  by  relieving  approximately  75 
police  officers  city  wide  of  this  duty,  and  by  centralizing  the  collection  of  arrestees  (as 
in  most  every  other  jurisdiction  in  the  state)  with  35  additional  Deputy  Sheriffs.  The 
Sheriffs  Department  is  prepared  to  assume  control  of  the  Central  Warrant’s  Bureau, 
which  will  exchange  13  police  officers  for  13  deputies. 

• The  department  wants  to  continue  the  women’s  substance  abuse  program,  the 
SISTER’s  Project  (that  is  losing  its  grant),  which  has  been  especially  effective  in 
reducing  recidivism  among  Black  women. 

• The  Sheriffs  Department  would  like  to  assume  control  of  the  Training  Center  on 
Treasure  Island  as  a way  of  reducing  costs  and  expanding  services.

The  Hall  of  Justice  Jails  primary  functions  are  two  fold: 

1 . County  Jail  #1 : City  Prison  is  the  primary  booking  center  for  the  department,  and  the  location 

where  new  detainees  are  processed.  It  is  also  a detention  facility  for  the  department. 

2.  County  Jail  #2:  the  department’s  maximum  security  facility,  and  the  primary  holding  center 

for  those  custodies  awaiting  trial,  en  route  to  state  prison,  or  being  held  as  Federal  detainees.

Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

County  Jail  #1  has  been  under  a Federal  Court  mandate  to  keep  its  overall  population  under  the 
Federally  set  population  cap.  Past  failures  to  control  the  jail  population  have  led  to  fines  at  County 
Jail  #1  of  over  two  million  dollars.  In  cooperation  with  the  classification  unit,  alternative  programs, 
and  County  Jail  #1  staff,  the  facility  has  not  incurred  a fine  in  1995  or  1996. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

The  first  objective  for  this  fiscal  year  is  the  conversion  of  County  Jail  #1  from  its  current  status  as  a 
booking  facility/City  Prison,  to  a records  maintenance  facility/County  Jail  ( similar  to  County  Jail  #2 
status).  The  booking  facility  will  be  moved  to  County  Jail  #9,  as  soon  as  the  development  of  the 
new  computers  for  booking  are  on  line  and  complete. 

The  second  objective  for  this  fiscal  year  is  to  create  an  environment  where  inmate  violence  against 
staff  or  other  inmates  is  reduced  and  kept  to  a minimum.  Since  this  violence  is  usually  related  to 
jail  overcrowding,  a second  goal  is  to  control  the  jail  population  among  all  facilities,  so  that  safety 
for  staff  and  inmates  alike  is  ensured.

County  Jail  #8,  the  Direct  Supervision  facility  opened  all  six  pods  and  became  completely 
operational.  At  County  Jail  #9,  staff  came  on  board  to  complete  the  RFP  for  the  Inmate  Tracking 
System  (computer  system),  and  start  the  prototype.  Extensive  training  is  anticipated  in  late  Spring 
and/or  early  Summer.  The  facility  has  already  proven  its  worth  by  temporarily  opening  to  accept 
mass  arrests  on  two  occasions. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

County  Jail  #9  will  be  made  fully  operational  by  fall  1996.  This  will  require  the  completion  of  the 
new  inmate  tracking  system  that  is  currently  under  development.  This  system  (for  the  first  time)  will 
tie  all  department  functions  together  and  give  all  jails  equal  access  to  inmate  information. 

County  Jail  #8  will  continue  as  a Direct  Supervision  facility.

County  Jails  #3  and  #7,  are  the  two  jails  on  the  San  Bruno  Compound.  Currently,  County  Jail  #3, 
the  oldest  functioning  jail  in  the  state  is  involved  in  litigation  to  improve  conditions  at  the  facility. 
CJ#3  primarily  houses  pretrial  felons,  while  CJ#7  historically  has  sentenced  more  misdemeanors 
that  are  not  eligible  for  alternative  programs.  Programs  at  CJ#7  are  extensive,  since  this  is  a Direct 
Supervision  facility,  and  inmates  are  mandated  to  attend  classes. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  most  important  accomplishments  for  the  San  Bruno  Jails  are  the  Horticulture  and  Literacy 
programs.  The  Horticulture  program  continues  to  receive  national  attention  as  a pilot  program  that 
can  successfully  interrupt  the  spiral  downward  to  more  crime.  The  literacy  program  continues  to 
have  success  at  improving  the  reading  skills  of  those  incarcerated  (which  has  resulted  in  some 
participants  going  on  to  receive  their  GED  behind  bars). 

CJ#3  continues  to  provide  job  skills  with  their  Culinary  program,  providing  many  inmates  the  skills  to 
find  jobs  on  the  outside  and  the  ability  to  matriculate  on  to  further  study. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

The  most  important  objective  this  Fiscal  Year  is  the  replacement  of  equipment  and  repairs  to  the 
physical  structure  at  County  Jail  #3.  The  kitchen  equipment,  which  services  both  County  Jails  #3 
and  #7,  was  a cast  off  of  General  Hospital  over  20  years  ago  when  they  put  in  a new  kitchen.  Most 
of  the  equipment  is  so  old  that  parts  are  no  longer  manufactured,  and  salvage  parts  cannot  be 
found.  But  before  new  equipment  can  be  moved  in,  the  kitchen  floor  must  be  replaced  ( cited  as  a 
potential  health  problem  by  the  Civil  Grand  Jury).  This  is  just  one  example  of  the  conditions  that 
exist  at  this  facility.  The  improvement  of  the  physical  conditions  at  County  Jail  #3  will  have  a 
positive  effect  in  improving  safety  and  security  for  everyone. 

County  Jail  #7  should  continue  its  successful  programs.

This  centralizes  the  work  that 
is  currently  being  done  by  each  and  every  district  station  and  frees  up  75  Police  Officers  City  wide 
to  be  assigned  to  other  street  duties.  The  department  can  assume  these  duties  with  35  deputized 
staff  and  4 additional  vans. 

The  second  objective  is  to  take  whatever  means  are  necessary  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  each 
of  the  six  county  jails,  with  the  currently  recommended  staff.

The  security  at  the  following  court  locations  is  provided  by  the  Sheriffs  Department:  Hall  of  Justice, 
Youth  Guidance  Center,  California  Hall  and  633  Folsom.  The  latter  two  buildings  also  require 
building  security.  The  most  important  objectives  are  to  prevent  escapes,  keep  order  within  the 
court  rooms,  ensure  that  the  custodies  arrive  in  the  court  room  in  a timely  manner  and  to  deliver  to 
the  jails  an  accurate  calendar  of  the  proceedings.  Building  security  consistently  ensures  that 
dangerous  weapons  never  find  their  way  into  the  court  room. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

The  Sheriffs  Department  continues  to  have  the  most  economical  figures  for  court  room  security  in 
the  state.  This  is  accomplished  through  the  staggering  of  court  hours  throughout  the  day,  so  that 
one  bailiff  can  cover  multiple  Civil  Court  Rooms.  The  Court  division  also  is  assisting  in  developing  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  court  security  for  the  new  court  house. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

Most  important  is  the  return  of  a lieutenant  to  oversee  the  operations  at  all  four  locations.  The 
previous  lieutenant  was  absorbed  as  part  of  the  the  opening  at  County  Jail  #8.  This  division  can  no 
longer  safely  function  without  a full-time  supervisor  coordinating  the  work  of  the  two  sergeant 
assigned  to  the  division.  This  is  an  experiment  that  has  not  worked. 

The  department  intends  to  maintain  a constant  number  of  bailiffs  in  the  Custody  Division,  so  that 
court  presence  is  assured.  The  Department  also  intends  to  continue  the  appropriate  level  of 
planning  and  security  in  multi-defendant  trials.  The  intention  is  the  continued  reduction  of 
escapes  and  inmate  violence  in  the  court  room  environment.  The  other  area  of  concern  is  in 
building  security  where  illegal  weapons  of  every  description  will  be  confiscated.  This  action 
ensures  the  environment  will  be  safer.

To  directly  impact  jail  overcrowding  by  finding  alternatives  to  the  incarceration  of  non-violent 
offenders  (who  have  been  extensively  reviewed  and  classified  as  appropriate).  These  alternatives 
will  reduce  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  County  Jail,  and  also  reduce  costs  (An  inmate  housed  in 
County  Jail  costs  @ $76/day  versus  Home  Detention  where  costs  are  @ $10/day).  These  programs 
have  effectively  eliminated  jail  fines  imposed  in  the  Stone  Case.  The  primary  function  of  this  unit 
is  to  maintain  the  Sheriffs  guidelines  over  all  contractors  that  provide  alternative  services.
